Paul R, Ehrlich, 
one of the foremost ecologists in the nation, is 
Saying that at the rate we are going, there will 
be about ten years left before the earth will 
lose its capacity for supporting life. As you 
leave this college and the environment, I would 
hope that your minds are open to receiving the 
information that Mr, Ehrlich and many others 
are trying to disseminate, 

The concern for the environments, both im- 
mediate and remote, is by no means a light 
hearted concern, If you are at all observant, 
you will notice that; in any city in this country 
there is more litter per square foot than there 
are people per square mile; the Great Lakes are, 
for the most part polluted; there is asmog over 
Lawrence in the morning that can only be matched 
by what we have every day in Los Angeles; the 
World’s rate of population increase is so devast- 
ating that it is not unrealistic to foresee a time 
when even water will have to be rationed. 

If you are not too shocked by what was said 
above, please continue. There is hope. And 
right now that hope is YOU, The only way that 
such situations as are listed above, ever hap- 
pened, is that THEY WERE ALLOWED TO 
HAPPEN. As you leave this institution, you would 
do well to remember that youhave rights; rights

terms of catering to corporate industry: why are 
there no longer returnable bottles? Why do you 
have to be a contributer to the endless piles of 
glass in this world, simply because you are a 
consumer? Why do you buy a BOX and a tube 
when you buy toothpaste? Why do you have to 
put up with the stench of the Merimack River 
or the Colorado every summer, because in- 
dustry uses the most facile solution for thedis- 
posal of its Wastes? Why have corporations been 
allowed to deprive you of your rights so that they 
might survive? 

Included in this, is also the responsibility of 
being mindful of all the actions of your govern- 
ment; You will not, for example, have the luxury 
of being able to sit back and allow laws to be 
made and not carried out, promises to be made 
and then broken; We CANNOT allow such hings 
to repeat themselves as the Department of De- 
fense to override other agencies as they are 
doing now and have done in the past.

So if all 
soft drink companies only offer non-returnable 
bottles, then you must boycott them; if you want 
to survive.

Many of you will not evenhear this; many others 
will quit when you discover that you are not 
strong enough to make it without Coke-a-cola. 
But consider who Wins in that situation and who 
loses: Coke wins, and you and your environment 
lose!

To 
Detroit, to Coke-a-cola, to international paper 
company; but remember, before you decide to 
make that transaction: the responsibility begins

We’ve all been buried in the current crisis of ecology, and thousands of words have hit the newspapers and 
Magazines lately. Working on the theory a few more won’t matter, here goes, 

The subject is in strong danger of overexposure, and you are probably becoming bored by the whole 
scene. My real fear is that ecology may become as fashionable as the maxi-coat and just disappear in the 
deluge of other crises coming up behind. What ‘’m trying to plead is that this is THE CRISIS, and the only 
crisis, all others basically stem from the same cause - overpopulation, 


Let’s begin at the beginning. Unlike the 
recent news revelations, this crisis has 
been building up for a long time (10,000 years 
believe it or not) and has really speeded up in 
the last 50 years, It started in Mesopotamia 
when men began to gain control of his food 
supply by using civilization. This event freed 
man to get on with building up a civilization. 
After considerable blundering about, civiliza- 
tion got around to putting discovery on a more 
organized footing and gave it quite a fancy 
name - ‘‘science,”’ Since that time wehave been 
marvelling at and cursing science for our con- 
dition, 

The application of science and its commer- 
cial offshoot-technology-has developed unevenly 
across the planet and it appears temporarily 
that the most advanced technical countries have 
been able to corner most of the world’s miner- 
al and food resources. The result - considerable 
Wealth for a few fortunate countries. Coinciden- 
tal with this technological advancement was 
modest population increase, thus ensuring that 
the degree of wealth per person has been in- 
creasing steadily. 

In contrast, the poor countries of the Far 
East and Africa have developed little tech- 
nologically, but the population has increased ‘in 
leaps and bounds. Their wealth has been non- 
existent and they have had to borrow technolo- 
gical methods from the developed countries. 
Unfortunately, technological borrowing has not 
been enough and large quantities of food have 
had to be shipped to these countries to prevent 
their people from starving. This latter aid has 
been a mixed blessing, since it has merely 
encouraged large population increases at coastal 
cities, where the food is distributed. 

Meanwhile, the richer countries have had 
little fear of food shortages and have developed 
a technology that has given us hydrogen bombs, 
journies to the moon, and a possible future of 
genetic engineering - a whole bag of question- 


able goodies, Getting this bag of goodies has 
taken a fantastic toll on the environment; the 
exploitation of vast minieral deposits all over 
the globe and the resulting waste products are 
familiar to everyone - oil in the sea, chemicals 
in our rivers, and vast piles of garbage with 
nowhere to put it, 


After this catalogue of woes, you should be 
Teady to say ‘‘ok, ok, the world is a mess, 
what do we do?’’ Before you can begin to tackle 
the problems, you must try to define the nature 
of the problem. 

First of all, it becomes obvious we are not 
going to export our problems to another planet, 
The near ones have a hostile climate, the un- 
known ones are too far away. So we have to be 
content with old earth. The human species is 
the most successful colonizer of the planet, 
and seems to have forgotten that earth is of a 
fixed size. Man’s fertility and verility once 
ensured his continuance but by a queer twist of 
fate, his breeding success is a new threat to 
his species. 


Man’s continued demand for a higher stand- 
ard of living - more space to live, more and 
better variety of food to eat, mure goods to 
acquire, has resulted in his plundering the earth 
to a point that there are not enough mineral 
resources on the planet to ensure that all the 
people of the world can have a standard of liv- 
ing equivalent to that enjoyed by the American 
people today. Encouraging the poor countries 
to industrialize to solve their problems, is a 
mean delusion which will surely boomerang. 

Oh dear, oh dear, all very clever academic 
stuff but surely all of this impending doom of 
inadequate resources is hundreds of years away. 
Well folks, hold on to your hats. The somewhat 
conservative National Academy of Sciences and 
National Research Council of the U.S.A, (not 
known for scare mongering) has another point 
of view: 


OH NO! NOT ANOTHER CRISIS.....

Foreseeable increases in food supplies over 
the long term, therefore, are not likely to ex- 
ceed about nine times the amount now available, 
That approaches a limit that seems to place 
the earth’s ultimate carrying capacity at about 
30 billion people, at a level of chronic near- 
starvation for the great majority ( and with 
massive immigration to the now less densely 
populated lands)! A world population of 30 
billion is only slightly more than three doubl- 
ings from the present one, which is now in- 
creasing at a doubling time of about 35 years, 
At this rate, there could be 30 million people 
by about 2075 in the absence of controls beyond 
those now in effect. Hopeful allowances for such 
controls suggests that populations may level 
off not far above 10 billion people by about 
2050 - and that is close to (if not above) the 
maximum that an intensively managed world 
might hope to support with some degree of 
comfort and individual choice; as we estimate 
such immeasurables, If, in fulfillment of their 
rising expectations, all people are to be more 
than merely adequately nourished, effort must 
be made to stabilize populations at a world 
total much lower than 10 billion. Indeed itis our 
judgment that a human population less than the 
present one would offer the best hope for com- 
fortable living for our descendants, long dura- 
tion for the species, and the preservation of 
environmental quality. 

Well, it seems, we are not only short of 
mineral resources, we are going to be ex- 
tremely hard pressed for food in the next 
hundred years. What is more, not just the Far 
East but here in America too we are going to 
go hungry. So fotks, the problem is now, not a 
thousand years hence,
